WAR NEWS. 

The following Exrart from a letter in 
tlie Huston Journal gives a complete and 
correct account of the 

VIENNA AFFAIR. 

The telegraph has given its story, but 
I have conversed with those who were in 
it, and will give the story complete. 

As the rebels had become bold in their 
attempts to burn bridges on this road, 
which runs to Leesburg. Brigadier Gen¬ 
eral Schcnrk of Ohio was ordered to pro¬ 
tect it. He selected tlie 1st Ohio Regi¬ 
ment, Col. McCook. A train was made 
up at Alexandria, con,posed of seven 
platform cars and one pxisengcr car, 
with the engine in the rear. Detach¬ 
ments were left along tlie road, till he 
had only two hundred and sixty or seven¬ 
ty men left.

■fust l»cyond this place an old man 
stepped out uf the woods and motioned 
the train to stop. He begged of them 
not to go un, for there was a large force 
tLrei- or four miles ahead, and they would 
In* cut off. General Schenck considered

General and most of his otfiuers being in 
th*' passenger car. There were no 
fleouts out. no flankers, neither pickets 
ahead. The train hail been up the day 
before and there was supposed to he no

They were in the e Demy'a country, 
moving slowly up a grade rounding a I 
curve through a deep cut—the highest 
ground in Fairfax county—and In a fot^ i 
est. Above them was a wood-pile. Sud¬ 
denly there was a crash—a second—a 
thin!—a rattling fire-of small arm*, and 
unearthly veils from front and flank, 
within a hundred yards. The unsuspect¬ 
ing soldiers were riddled with round and i 
grape and rifle shot. They fell like grain 
before the reaper. Some tumbled head¬ 
long to the earth, inangled and torn, 
never to rise again. All jumped to tLe 
ground, except the brakemen, who nobly 
did tLcir duty, screwing the brakes hard 
down. Some fired in the direction of the 
flashes. There was great confusion. Some 
officer* cried “lie down,” some ‘'fall in,’’ 
some “retreat," while each did what for 
the moment seemed best. Most of them 
got behind the car?. Round shut were 
burled at the engine by the uniei-n bat¬ 
teries, with the evident intention of dis¬ 
abling it. I saw their effect on the en¬ 
gine as I came up this morning from Al¬ 
exandria. The left hand cylinder, was 
struck on the flanges nearest the driving 
wheel by a six-pound shot, preventing 
its use. But the heroic engineer stood 
manfully at his post. “They shall not 
have it," said he, as he put on all steam 
to withdraw the train. But the brakes 
were down, and Ua could not start. A 
brake in xn ran forward and uncoujded 
the platform car*, and with the passen¬ 
ger car he moved away, the shot falling 
thick and fast around him. Four miles 
back was a second train. He ran down 
and gave the alarm, but the reinforce¬ 
ments wci# Mill several miles down the 
road, and it was not till late in the even¬ 
ing thataid reached the detachment. The 
five thousand men uuw here were thrown 
forward at once. They act the retreat 
ing force bringing off their wounded 
And so, because a kind warning was not 
beeded, eight noble sons of Ohio are to¬ 
night lying in their new-made graves on I 
the banks of the Potomac. 

THE DEAD. 

The telegraph has given yoo the list of 
the killed. I saw them this noon, at the 
Ohio First. They were lying side by 
side, ready for burial—the star* and 
stripes tlteir shroud. The attending offi¬ 
cer raised the folds of the flag from one. 

It was tbe^countenance of a young man. 
He had not seen more th.m twenty rears. 
His arm had been torn off at lhe shout 
tier by a round shot, and he had died 
from excessive pain, yet there was oahis 
face still the look of brave determination.
